house or used to supply Mayor Hosey 's residence, all of which" profit a.t the 
expense of the taxpaying home owners." 


The News of February. 9, 1909, refers to "the unfair and unbusinesslike 
methods which -the City, has thus far pursued" and adds: 


"The great majority of the people of the City are being deprived of Avhat 


is justly theirs in order that a favored few may profit. It has been a game of 
politics from the first, even the street lights being located because of "pull' 
rather than for efficiency of service. 
And now ^before the streets are half 


lighted we find the administration going into the commercial light and power 
business. Moreover, we find the most amazing policy followed in this- enter- 
prise. Instead of consumers being supplied in order of their application, we see 
the favorites of the administration getting in first and at secret rates which 
the City Government positively declines to make public. It has been author- 
itatively ascertained, however, that these rates run far below the tentative 
schedule proclaimed by Mayor Hosey, and it is charged that they are ruin- 
ously low. And all this is going on while scores of citizens and taxpayers are 
waiting to be supplied with current at the'S-ceut rate. This does not look good. 
The plant is being juggled in the interest of the few and the streets are not ad- 
equately lighted. Was it for this that Fort Wayne levied taxation uuon hor 
citizens for years?"

Among the 
killed 
were several 


Americans, but their names cannot 
yet be ascertained. 


The efforts of the fire department 


were confined to attempting to save 
the adjoining buildings, and the fire- 
men succeeded so well that the prop- 
erty loss was small. The telegraph 
office, postofllce and

were damaged, but all of the govern- 
ment's records and the registered mall 
were saved. 


Today pitiful scenes of grief are 


witnessed on the streets of the city.

dead are from the first families of 
the state, the affair at the theater be- 
ing a social event of considerable im- 
portance and calling out the wealthiest 
and oldest families for miles around.

crisp. 


City Important Port. 


Acapulco is an important seaport on 


a bay of the Pacific ocean about 200 
miles southwest of the capital. It has 
one of the best harbors on the Pacific 
coast, which has made it an important 
commercial center, though it has few- 
local industries, and its population is 
only about 8,000 or 10,000. 


In the seventeenth and eighteenth 


centuries it was the great depot oE 
the trade of Spain with the East In- 
dies. Once a year a. galleon sailed for 
Manila and returned laden with the 
treasures and luxuries of the east. 
The trade between Acapulco and Ma- 
nila was destroyed when Mexico be- 
came independent, and for this cause 
and because of the frequency of earth- 
quakes the town, had fallen into com- 
parative unimportance until the dis- 
covery of gold in California in lS4!i 
gave its trade a fresh impetus. 


Carries on Large Trade. 


It is now the most important Pacific 


port in 
Mexico, 
and 
is regularly 


touched by the Pacific Mail steamers 
Besides having a large transit trade 
it. exports wool, skins, cocoa and in- 
digo.

gift was neither the cost nor the In- 
trinsic value but the sacrifice of the 
giver.
